Yesterday's battle in the North Sea 
resulted in the second defeat which Ad- 
miral Sir David Beatty had inflicted on 
the Germans.

BAUER AND CASALS AGAIN. 


The Two Artists Play at a Concert 
of the Friends of Music. 


The Society of the Friends of Music 
was wise in seizing the’ opportunity to 
present to its audience Messrs. Pablo 
Casals and Harold Bauer insan ‘‘ extra." 
concert -yesterday afternoon. The con- 
junction of two artists so finely paired 
in their musicianship and their views as 
to ensemble playing ‘and so intimately 
acquainted with each othér’s style, is 
none too frequent. The result yesterday, 
as’ it was in their first appearance to- 
gether a week ago, was a concert of fine 
artistic distinction: . It is unfortunate 
that the repertory of the violoncello in 
sonatas and solo pieces is small, and its 
limitations were already suggested in 

esterday’s concert, when the two art- 

ts played together first Beethoven’s 
Sonata in F, Op. 5, No. 1, a work of the 
master’s earliest period, of much grace 
and charm; characteristic, ‘indeed, but 
characteristic of the neues seen him 
a youth of twenty-six of Haydn and 
ozart; and second, Saint-Saéns’s Son- 
ata in C minor, Op. 32, one of the works 
in which the French master has made a 
few musical ideas go a long way through 
regi and skill rather than inspira- 
n. 

The delicacy, spirit, and flowing brill- 
iancy with which they played these con- 
atas gave unceasing pleasure. Their re- 
sults were of consummate finish and 
were attained through an identical ar- 
tistic spirit that animated them both in 
all matters of phrasing, rhythm, tempo, 
the expression of a melody, and in bal 
ance between the two parts. Each was 
also heard’ alone: Mr. Bauer played

Hamilton Holt Also Eulogizes “Jap- 
- anese at Rabbi | Wise’s 
‘Free Synagogue. - 


How to maintain “peace between: the 
United States and Japan was -distussed 
at the Free Synagogue, in Carnegie 
Hall, yesterday morning by Dr. Hamil- 
ton Wright Mabie, associate editor of 
The “Outlook ; Hamilton. Holt, editor of 
The Independent, and Dr. | Toyokichi 
Iyenaga, former lecturer in the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, a former official of the 
Japanese Foreign Office in Tokio. In 
introducing the speakers, Dr. Stephen 8S. 
Wise, rabbi of the Free Synagogue, said 
that they were among the three best-in- 
formed men on American-Japanese af- 
fairs now in this country. 

. Mr. Holt -was the first speaker. He 
upheld the’ Japanese protest against the 
alien land owning laws of California, 
and severely’ criticised the immigration 
laws aS they affect the Japanese. He 
said he-did not believe that Japanese la- 


borers’ should be permitted to immigrate 
to the' United States in great numbers, 
but he considered it necessary that a law 
be framed.and passed that would. be 
just. Furthermore, he ‘said that if a 
man is permitted to land in this country 
for the purpose of making America his 
permanent home, it was but a matter of 
simple justitce that that man, regardless 
of color or creed, should be permitted to 
become an American citizen. i 

Mr, Holt referred to the cordial nature 
of the relations between the two coun- 
tries up to the close of the Russo-Japa- 
nese .war and. deplored the sudden 
change that was noted in this country 
following the victory of the Japanese 
over the Russians, when such talk as 
“The Japanese are getting a little bit 
too cocky ’’ and ‘‘ The Japanese should 
be taught a lesson ” was heard in vari- 
ous sections of the country. 

“President Roosevelt, it is now 
known, sent the fleet around the world,’’ 
said Mr. Holt, *‘ to impress the Japanese, 
and they turned the othér. cheek and 
spent a million dollars’ entertaining that 

eet.. The report that was circulated 
concerning a treaty between Japan and 
Mexico was a fake.’’ 

Dr. lIyenaga deplored the California 
incident, but. was optimistic, and said 
he was certain that the matter, how 
in process of adjustment, would be set- 
tled to the satisfaction of the people of 
both countries. He ridiculed the claim 
sometimés made by what he termed 
* yellow newspapers ”’ that Japan 
wanted the Philippine Islands. He said 
he agreed with President Taft that 
there was still a tot of work to be dune 
before those islands wére ready for 
self-government. 

‘It ig well for the American people 
to know,” he said, ‘‘and know once 
or all, that Japan does not want the 
Shui pines, and if you offered them to 

er she would not take them. We van 
see no reason why the United States 
should shift that burden to the shoul- 
ders of Japan. 

“If I were to eae be Japanese au- 
dience on America,” added Dr. Iyenaga, 
““T would proceed somewhat in the fol- 
lowing fashion: 

My. Fellow Citizens: In dealing with the 
American people study with care their tem- 
perament and idiosyncrasies, learn with 
devotion their ways and modes of. may > 
appreciate their great and good parts, an 
they will not fail to reciprocate. . Be. frank, 
open-hearted, and speak out your heart 
without reserve and mincing words. “If any, 
act of injustice be done by them unto you 
be patient, but firm, in’ your stand, 

Most of.all, do your best to make known 
to them Japan and the Japanese, for the 
vast majority of the Americans are quite 
ignorant of your thoughts, ideals, _and 
conditions. This is the only way. to make 
friends of Americans and keep peace for- 
ever with America, j 
Dr. Mabie, who spoke last, said in 

part: , 

“In her entire history, since she came 
into the modern world, Japan has never 
departed from her traditional courtesy 
in her relations with the. United States. 
She has never once given us cause for 
offense, and why then should. we’ ask 
how.can we keep the peace with Japan? 
In view of Japan's unbroken friendship 
this question is a reflection on our in- 
telligence and our honor. The. danger 
‘to peace is not in Japan. It is here in 
the United States. 

“The fear that Japanese will come in 
great numbers has alarmed the Pacific 
Coast and feeds the agitation’ against 
immigration from .Japan. There are 
many reasons why the immigration of 
people bred under. radically different 
economic conditions should be regulated 
and limited: The question, however, 
can be dealt. with without friction if 
it is done in Washington, for it is a 
national, not a State, matter. 

“A group of men in this country are 
saying, in season and out of season, that 
there’ must be war with Japan. They 
are trying to plant that idea deep in 
the American conciousness. Not long 
ago a leading. newspaper said that 
every one knows that war.with Japan is 
inevitable. As a matter, of fact no one 
knows any such thing. 

“Every movement on the part of Ja~- 
pan, however normal and legitimate, 
and every anti-Japanese utterance in 
this country is taken up by the sensa- 
tional newspapers and exploited, and in 
turn is taken up by the yellow press of 
Japan, which is just as violent and 
unscrupulous as is our own. There-is 
danger that ultimately this steady irri- 
tation may create in Japan a feeling of 
antagonism which the Government may 
not able to control. 

‘Peace is founded upon and‘ can be 
preserved only by justice. The Japanese 
are extremely sensitive to courtesy and 
friendliness. Their friendship is an as- 
set of immense value'to us. To keep 
peace with Japan we need; first, to treat 
them fairly. AH difference with them 
can be adjusted by diplomacy... We must 
treat them with courtesy, precisely as 
we treat any other first: class nation. 
We must use imagination. ‘Our relations 
with the East can be intelligently: set- 
tled only by men of vision who can 
look ahead and see what the great de- 
velopment coming in the East is going 
to mean in the ‘modern world.’

There have appeared in certain publi- 
cations the assertion that failure to pro- 
test in these cahes is an abandonment 
of the principle for which the United 
States went to war in 1812. If the 
failure to protest were true, which it 
is not, the principle involved is entirely 
different from the ‘one appealed ‘to 
against unjustifiable impressment of 
Americans. in the British Navy in time 
of: peace. 


(4) Submission without protest to Brit- 
ish violations. of the rules regarding ab- 
solute and conditional contraband as 
laid down in the Hague. Conventions, the 
ae at ih of London, and international 
jaw. 

There is no, Hague Convention which 
deals with absolute or conditional con- 
traband and, as the Declaration of Lon- 
don is not in force, the rules of inter- 
national law only’ apply. As to the 
articles to be regardéd as contraband, 
there is no general’ agreement between 
nations. . It_is the. practice of a century, 
either in time'of peace or after the out~ 
oak of war;.t@ declare the articles 
Which it will ee as. absolute. or 
conditional contraband. It. is true that 
a neutral, Government is seriously af- 
fected by this. declaration; as the rights 
of its subjects or citizens may im- 
paired. But the rights and interests of 
belligerents and neutrals are opposed in 
respect to contraband articles and trade 
and there is no tribunal to which ques- 
tions of difference may be readily sub- 
mitted. 

The record of the. United States in the 
past is not free from criticism. When 
neutral this Government has stood for 
a restricted list of absolute and condi- 
tional contraband. As a belligerent, we 
have contended for a liberal list, ac- 
cording to.our conception: of the neces- 
sities, of the vase. 

The United States has made earnest 
representations to Great Britain in re- 
gard to the seizure and detention by the 
British authorities of all American 
ships or cargoes bona fide destined to 
neutral. ports, on the ground that such 
seizures and detentions were contrary 
to the existing rules of international 
law. It will be recalled, however, that 
American courts have established vuri- 
ous rules bearing on these matters. 
The rule of ‘‘ continuous voyage’’ has 
been not only asserted by American 
tribunals, but extended by them. 

They have exercised the right to de- 
termine from the circumstances whether 
the ostensible was the real destination, 
They haev held that the shipment of 
articles of contraband to a neutral. port 
“to order,” from which, as a matter of 
fact, cargoes had been transshipped to 
the enemy. is corroborative evidence 
that the cargo is really destined to the 
enemy, instead of to the neutral port 
of delivery. It is thus seen that some 
of the doctrines which appear. to bear 
harshly -upon neutrals at the prescent 
time are analogous to or outgrowths 
from policies: adopted by the United 
States when it: was a belligerent. The 
Government, therefore, cannot consist- 
ently protest ‘against the application of 
rules which it has followed jn the past, 
unless they have not been practiced as 
heretofore. ‘ 


(5). Acquiescence without protest to the 
inclusion of copper and_other articles in 
the British lists of absolute contraband. 

The United States has - now uncer 

consideration the question of the right 
of a belligerent.to include “‘ copper un- 
wrought’ in its list of absolute con- 
traband’ instead of in-.its list of condi- 
tional. contraband. As the Government 
of the United States has in the past 
placed “all articles from which ammu- 
nition is manufactured "’. in its: contra- 
band list, and has declared copper to be 
among such materials, it necessarily 
finds some embarrassment in dealing 
with the subject. ' 
Moreover, there is no instance of the 
United States acquiescing in Great Brit- 
ain’s seizure ofc ae shipments. In 
every ase in which it has been dome 
vigorous. representations have, been 
made to, the British ‘Government, and 
the represeatatives of the United States 
have pressed for.the release of the ship- 
ments. 

(6) Submission without protest to ite 
terference. with American trade ito neu- 
tral countries is conditional and absolute 
‘contraband. 

The fact that the eommerce of. the 
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United States is: interrupted by Great 
Britain is consequent upon the super- 
jority of’ her navy on the high seas. 
History shows that whenever .a country 
has ssessed > that ren panei ur 
trade has been seaetepe and that few 
articles essential to the, prosecution of 
the war have been allowed to reach its 
enemy from this vogr ndg § The Depart- 
ment’s. recent note to the British Gov- 
ernment, which’ has ‘been made’ public, 
in ard to detentions and stizures’ of 
Achorican vessels and cargoes, is:a com- 
plete answer to this complaint. 

Certain other complaints aimed at the 
loss of -protit in trade, which must in- 
clude ‘at least in part trade in contra- 
band with Germany; while other com- 

laints demand the prohibition of’ trade 
i contraband, which appears to refer 
to trade with the Allies. 

(7). Submission without test to in- 
terruption of trade in conditional] contra- 
band consig to private persons in 
Germany and Austria, thereby-support- 
ta? the policy of Great Britain to cut off 
aul supplies from Germany and Austria.

(9) The United States has not inter- 
fered with the sale to Great Britain and 
her allies.of arms, ammunition, horses, 
uniforms, and other munitions of iar, 
pie sough such sales prolong the con- 


There is, no power in the Executive 
to rent the sale of ammunition to the 
belligerents, The ety. of a neutral, to 
restrict trade in munitions of war has 
never been imposed by international 
law or by municipal statute. It has 
never been the policy of) this Govern- 
ment to prevent the shipment -of arms 
or ammunition into belligerent terri- 
tory, except in the case of neighboring 
Araerican Republics,. and‘ then only 
when strife prev: d. Even to this ex- 
tent.the belligerents in the, present con- 
flict, when ey were heutrals, have 
never; so far as the. records disclose, 
limited the sale of munitions of war. It 
is only necessary to point to the enor- 
mous quantities of arms and ammun‘- 
tion furnished by manufacturers in Ger- 
many to the belligerents in the Ruaso- 
Japanese war, and in the recent Balkan 
wars, to establish the general recogni- 
tion of the’ propriety of th etrade by a. 
neutral nation. 

It may be added, that on the 15th of 
December last, the German Ambassador, 
by direction of his Government, pre- 
sented a copy of a memorandum of the 
Imperial rman. Government which, 
among other things, set forth the atti- 
tude of that Governmént toward traffic 
in contraband of-war by citizens of nou- 
tral countries. The. Imperial Govern- 
ment stated that ‘‘under the general 
principles. of international law, no ex- 
ception can be en.to neutral States 
letting. war material go to Germany's 
enemies from or through neutral terri- 
tory,’’ and that the. adversaries of Ger- 
many in the present ware ‘are, in the 
opinion of the Imperial Government, au- 
thorized to “‘ draw on the United States 
contraband of war, and especially urms 
worth billions of. marks.’’

FINDS INDIAN NO MONGOL. 


Scientist Says He Belongs to Dis- 
tinct American Race. 


. Bpfeciai to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The Indian 
Bureau gave out tonight an article by 
Arthur C. Parker, Archaeologist and 
Ethnologist. of the University of the 
State of New York, in which the recent 
assertion of Cato Sells, United States 
Commissioner/ of Indian Affairs, that 
the North American Indian was not a 
Mongolian’ was sustained. Mr. Parker 
in his article says: 

“ There were native Indians, Ameri- 
can Indians, in America thousands of 
years before there were such races as 
the Chinese or Tartars, Manchus or 
Turanians.” 

Continuing, he says: 

“There have been theories that the 
Indians were the lost Welsh colonists, 
that they were shipwrecked Japanese, 
and even the Ten Lost Tribes. Science 
has proved beyond question the foolish- 
ness of these theories and any text book 
used in school or college that repeats 
these errors is now relegated to the 
hea of out-of-date books. 

© ethnologist khown to the writer 
believes that the Ipdian is a sort of 
acclimated Chinaman or a descendant 
of the Mongols of Asia, but he may 
believe, and likely does, that the Indian 
descenced from some parent stock that 
produced. the Mongol, and for that 
matter the Caucasian and negro.

State Engineer Williams Finds 


No Fault with Canal'Policy — 
- of Retiring Official. 


NEEDS $27,000,000 MORE 


Declares Shortage Could Not Havel a 
Been Foreseen—Estimates Canal 
‘Is 85 Per Cent. Completed.

ALBANY, Jan, 24.—Answering the 
question so often asked by Charles 8, 
Whitman in his campaign last Fall, 
““What about Bensel?"* there was is- 
sued from the Governor's office today a 
statement prepared by State Engineer 
Frank M. Williams which is construed 
as a complete vindication of the ex- 
State Engineer’s policy in the construc- 
tion of the Barge Canal. ,. 

Mr. Williams was State Engineer un- 
der the Hughes Administration in 1909 
and .1910. Republicans ‘had chargé’ of 
the construction of the canal from 1903, 
when the project was ‘started under 
Gov. Odell, until the Dix Administra- 
Bensel took office. 


ficdtion of the Republican canal pro- 
gramme, it is to the same degree a vin- 
dication of Mr. Bensel’s work. 

In his final report, submitted on Dev. 
29, the retiring State Engineer declared 
that the canal was 80 per cent, com- 
pleted ; Mr, Williams reports that the 
canal is 85 per cent, completed: Mr.

Skipper and Seamen Lashed to 
Deckhouse When Rescued. 


After drifting for five days helplessly 
before the wind, lashed to the deckhouse 
of a partially. submerged wreck, with 
practically no food or water, Capt. 
Almer Kelly and five seamen belongin 
to the three-masted+schooner Alice ae | 
arrived yesterday on the steamship York 
Castle, bound from Swansea.

She remained aground for three 
hours, and.then came. off. after losing 
her masts and. bowsprit.. Her bulwarks 
also swept away. en the mainmast 
went by the board Osborn Hazel, 15 
years old, was carried overboard with 
the- rigging and drowned.

“France will not fight us alone "— 
that was the burden and the refrain of 
BigmaRgox’s confidential talk with Mr, 
KinGston of The London Telegraph 


in’ 1867, now made public by that 


newspaper and printed in THE TIMES 
yesterday. And BisMaRCK was at pains 
to explain to Mr. KrnoGsfon that there 
Was not the least danger that any 
other European Power would form an 
alliance with France to attack Prussia. 
He had considered all the possibilities, 
he had guarded against them all. Aus- 
tria, the six weeks’ war was enough 
for her; England might flatter the 
French, but she would never take up 
arms in their cause; Russia, that was 
impossible; an Italian alliance, there 
were plenty of safeguards against that, 
There remained only Spain, and at the 
mention of Spain Brsmarcx and his 
visitor both laughed. 

That was the statesmanship of OTTo 
von BisMaRCK. He was wrong only in 
respect to France. Napotzon III, 
blundered into the war with Prussia 
three years after this confidential in- 
terview, but he had no ally. France 
stood alone. BisMARCK,a@s to that, was 
a prophet. And the opportunity was 
so much to his liking that, in order to 
make war certain, he deceived his im- 
perial master, who was inclined to 
peace. 

Where Bismarck isolated France 
and ‘then easily crushed her, the Ger- 
man statesmanship of this later time 
drives practically all Europe into alli- 


bravely, but hopelessly battles against 
the combined host. A moré vivid dem- 
onstration of the stupid incapacity of 
the men whom the Kaiser has called 
around Kini ‘could not be had or asked 
for than by a comparison of the Berlin 
diplomacy of July, 1914, with this ex- 
position of the profound statecraft of 
thé man who was his grandfather's ad- 
viser. 

The old Chancellor was no more 
worthy of honor and respect than 
these later men. He was militarist, 
he was blood and tren, hé was brutal, 
he was Prussian, all Prussian. He 
was altogether without scruple in the 
working out of his great purposes, 
German unity and Prussian domina- 
tion. But he had astuteness, he had 
brains. How he overtopped the Prus- 
sian pigmies of today!

WORLD MARKETS FOR THE 
_ UNITED STATES. 

The country is rejoicing over some 
hundreds of millions of war contracts, 
making profits for us, it is true, but 
at the cost of the exhaustion of the 
buyers. It is the repeat orders which 
make true profits, and they come only 
in peace, The profits of peace are 
billions, against the millions of war. 
Germany, for example, has been ac- 
customed to export just short of two 
billions of dollars’ worth of goofs an- 
nually, and mostly to its neighbors, 
who will not trade with Germany 
hereafter, any more than Germany 
will prefer to trade with them, if 
there is any alternative. That is the 
biggest prize of trade in sight, Our 
foreign trade education is now ad- 
yanced sufficiently for us to appre- 
ciate that nations tend to buy’ where 
they sell and where they borrow. 

If we absorb a larger portion of 
Germany’s exports than our present 
comparative pittance of $152,000,000, 
a mere 7 per cent., we shall balance 
the bill with exports which Germatiy 
-would rather take from us than from 
the Allies, which she cannot get any- 
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mn? Ought not the Federa- 
nior to purge their constitu- 
and. by-laws of authorizations 
ses for which unionists have 
and imprisoned? . The

elsewhere to better advantage. It is 
this trade we want rather than such 
profits as France hag made by being 
one of the world’s bankers. A million 
dollars loaned will return interest, it 
is true, but it cannot be loaned again 
before maturity.. The nimble dollar 
makes the money, not the stagnant 
dollar, and the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem was organized with particular 
reference to the nimble dolar in trade. 
Germany knows well how to finante

- We have now turned our backs

There are 
stilt legal difficulties to be removed, 
but the obstacles are less than they 
were, aud the future {fs enticing.

a little backward, but they are ahead 
of our politicians and our lawmakers 
and administrators of law.

CHARITY. 

Many of the readers of Cardinal 
Mercrer’s pastoral may have been 
struck by his significant and moving 
use of the word charity. We have 
made that word mean, usually, the 
giving of alms; but it isin its original, 
beautiful and true sense that the Bel- 
gian prelate uses it. After quoting 
the words of Jmsus, “‘ Greater love 
“than this no man hath, that & man 
“Jay down his life for his friends,” 
he says:

Love of country, then, is included 
in this understanding of charity.

THE NORTH SEA BATTLE. 

The naval battle in the North Séa 
yesterday was an engagement of no 
little importance from any point of 
view, and one which would do much 
to encourage the British if they need- 
ed any present encouragement. While 
all the details ate not yet at hand, it 
is known that the triumph was all on 
the side of the English ships. The 
German armored cruiser Bllicher, of 
15,500 tons, was sent to the bottom, 
and of her crew of 885 men it is pos- 
sible that not more than 123 were 
saved, to be held as prisoners of war 
in England; two other German cruis- 
ers were badly damaged. In the fight- 
ing between the smaller vessels which 
accompanied the opposing squadrons 
it is not unlikely that the victory. of 
the British was measurably increased. 

The German ships were undoubtedly 
headed for a fresh attack on the Eng- 
lish coast, and while their severe de- 
feat, due in part to the better speed 
and armament of the English ships, 
but in_an equal measure to the sea- 
manship of the British and their ef- 
fective gunnery, may not wholly deter 
the Germans from attémpting further 
assaults of that character, the incident 
will ‘serve to quell the well-justified 
fears of the inhabitants of the coast 
towns. The British Navy is obviously

An Argument either are, or pretend 
Turned On to be, better informed

Its ef as to the workings of 
the human mind, it is not surprising 
that-80 many of them are writing just 
now in the tone of authority about the 
Psychology of war and of the several 
nations engaged in it. The latest to do 
this is Joun GarswortHy—whom no- 
body who has read his stories and plays 
would call least competent for the task 
—and he, like Mr, Kipitine and several 
other would-be teachers of this class, 
inclines strongly to the view that it is 
in the possession or the lack of the 
peculiarities of the sense of humor that 
peoples as well as people show an im- 
portant, if not the most important, dif- 
ference. 

Now, “sense of humor,” though an 
often used phrase, is unfortunately one 
of somewhat uncertain meaning, and 
when these romancing Wise Ones discuss 
it, their failure to start with a defi- 
nition makes it hard to decide between 
their widely varying statements, Mr. 
GAL8WORTHY seems somehow to identify 
the sense of humor with the critical 
faculty, for it is the absence of the 
latter, rather than of the former, which 
in his opinion differentiates the Germans 
as a race from the English as a race. 
To illustrate his points, he recalls that 
when Great Britain went to war with 
the Boers, the Government’s course was 
openly and vigorously opposed by a con- 
siderable party at home, while not one 
German voice has been raised in audible 
protest against the invasion of Belgium. 

This unlikeness is indeed a. striking 
one, but it fs about as easily explicable 
as due to a difference between the two 
cases as it is by a difference between 
the two peoples. The Germans could, 
and for that matter do, say that they all 
approve of the invasion because it was 
essential to the protection of their na- 
tional existence, Mr. GatswortHy is not 
alone, by any means, in denying the ac- 
curacy of that assertion, but it cannot 
be met by declaring the Germans to he 
without .the critical faculty. Surely he 
does not think that his, countrymen 
haye lost that faculty merely because 
they now stand as firmly together as 
do the Germans in support of their 
Government's policy,

This argument has more plausibility 
at first thought than at second. At any 
rate, reflection suggests that perhaps 
women incliie—one can hardly use a 
stronger word—to expect household 
servitors to be on duty throughout most 
of their waking hours, with only infre- 
quent free days or parts of days, simply 
because that is the demand which for 
innumerable generations has been made 
by men upon the great majority of 
women. 

The housewife without a. servant 
works as nearly continuously from the 
time when she gets up till she goes td 
bed, and .has about as little leisure for 
rest or recreation, as does the most 
ruthlessly driven of ‘“‘ hired girls,’’ and 
as she doés not rebel—or at least did not 
until reecently—it is not so much to be 
wondered at that she expects the same 
sort of service from her own “help” 
when she gets one. 

Instead, therefore, of drawing the con- 
clusion she did from the fact she noted, 
Miss Tanpett. should have waited untfl 
she could base it on evidence that wo- 
men, when they go out into the world 
themselves, and manage employés in 
the same conditions as meh do, continue 
to demand the same amount and kind of 
work from those under them that they 
did and do in the household. Whether 
they do it or not is a matter for further 
investigation, and until that has -been 
made the existence of an ineradicable 
difference betweén the sexes in this 
respect cannot be safely asserted.

(These breadths represent the compara- 
tive number of votes of 1912, and, for 
all practical purposes, those for 1908 
and 1914 also.) 

The two other dotted lines divide the 
vote into the three percentages for 
1912, the left being Taft’s, the middle 
Roosevelt's, and the right Wilson's, 

The dark unbroken Hnes show the 
corresponding percentages for 1914, the 
left being the Republican vote, the 
middle the Progressive and the right 
the Democratic, (The figures uked are 
votes for United States Senators or, in 
the absence of such figures, for United 
States Representatives, ) 

The Democratic vote is remarkably 
uniform at all three times. That is, it 
constitutes a nearly uniform fraction of 
the total vote. This is true, not only 
of the United States as a whole, but 
also of almost every State considered 
individually; for the three linés at the 
right—marking off the Democratic vote 
fn 1908, 1912, and 1914—vary only 
slightly from one another. 

As a preliminary to studying the 1914 
votes we may first compare, as was 


those for 1908,: Since, as just observed, 
the line separating the Roosevelt and 
Wilson votes clings closely to the line 
of four years before, separating the Taft 
and Bryan votes, it is clear that Wil- 
son got in 1912 the regular Democratic 
vote which Bryan got in 1908, while 
Roosevelt simply got a part of the vote 
which ordinarily would have been Re- 
publican. 

Roosevelt did not sueeeed in attract- 
ing many Progressives from the Demo- 
cratic Party. If. this had been the case 
the 1912 line separating Roosevelt and 
Wilson would have been shifted bodily 
to the right of that of 1908 separating 
Taft and Bryan, Such @ shift was 
undoubtedly Mr. Roosevelt's ambition 
and might have been accomplished had 
not the Democrats put up 4 Progressive 
candidate themselves. 


Nor is it likely that 1912 saw any 
great interchange of votes between the 
parties. Mr. Roosevelt doubtless drew 
a few votes from progressive Démo- 
crats and drove a few conservative Re- 
publicans to vote for Wilson. But this 
interchange must have been unim- 
portant; otherwise the effect would have 
been more or less proportional to ihe 
size of the total Republican and Demo- 
cratic votes thus affected. If, for in- 
stance, Roosevelt had attracted a. cer- 
tain percentage of the normal Demo- 
cratic vote,“and driven away a certain 


vote, the effect would naturally have 
been, for the Republican States hizh in 
the diagram, that he would have lost 
a large number of Republican votes and 
gained only a small number of Demv- 
crats, while, for the Democratic States 
low in the diagram, he would have 
gained a large number of Democratic 
votes and iost only a small number of 
Republican votes. Had this been the 
case. the dotted line separating Wilson 
from. Bryan, instead of clinging as 
cldsely. as it does to the line of four 
years earlier, separating Bryan from 
Taft, would have tipped relatively. to- 
ward an upright position. 

As to the general national significance 
of the 1914 elections, the most conspicu- 
ous. fact is, of course, the passing of 
the Progressive Party. The dark cens) 
tr#l band representing that party’s na- 
tional vote in 1914 is in most cases less 
than half as wide as the lightly shaded 
band which represents ita strength two 
years ago. The only States where this 
third party showed strength were Penn- 
sylvania, California, Illinois, Indiana; 
Kansas, and Washington. 

Many persons take the naive view that 
the recent accession of Republicans and 
loss of Democrats in Cofigress grows 
out of dissatisfaction with the present 
Democratic Administration, There is 
little to be found in the figures to jus- 
tify this conclusion. It is obvious that 
the secret of the increased Republican 
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vate lies chiefly in the decreased Pro- 
gressive vote; in other words, in the 
healing up of. the wound in the Repub- 
lican Party caused by the Roosevelt, bolt 
in 1912. Where the Republican Party 
has defeated the Democratic it is usu- 
ally not because of any falling off in 
the Democratic vote, but because of a 
returning of the normal Republican vote 
through the disappearance of or shrink- 
age in the Progressive vote. 
So far as the number of Democratic 
votes in 1914 is concerned, it is fully up 
to the “‘ normal ’’ of 1908 and 1912, and 
in most cases a little ahead. To be 
specific, if we compare 1914 with 1912 
we find the Democratic Party lost in 
ten States, of .which California and 
Pennsylvania are the only ones where 
the losses were large, and. gained in 
thirty-two States,,. notably Michigan, 
South Dakota, Oregon, Utah, “Montana, 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Georgia, Florida, 
and Texas. 


The gains were distinctly greater than 
the losses. This would seem to indicate 
that Mr. Wilson’s evident ambition to 
attract Progressives to the Democratic 
fold has been partially gratified. 

If the votes for 1914 had been those of 
a Presidential election, the results (in- 
cluding Arizona and New Mexico, which 
are omitted from the diagram as they 
were not States in 1908) would have 
been 259 Electoral votes for the Demo- 
cratic Party, 272 for the Re 
and none for the Progressives. The 
result would be slightly changed if we 
employ the method adopted by THE 
Tres last week of using the maximum 
vote in any party as best rep 
that party.

“'The Fallen Idol,” a serious play in 
three acts, was presented. to New York 
for the first time on Saturday evening 
It is the work 
of Guy Bolton, author of “ The Ruie of 
Three,’ a farce which for.some weeks 
held the stage of the Harris Theatre 
last season, and author, also, of the 
book of the new musical comedy which 
will bring Marie Cahill and Richard 
Carle to.town as co-stars this evening 
at the Knickerbocker Theatre. 

Mr. Bolton's new play is somewhat 
clumsily and self-consciously written, 
and its appeal to the sympathies of the 
audience is. decidedly confused, but the 
etory it has to tell.is interesting, and 
several moments of considerable dra- 
matic force are achieved in the telling. 
Some excellent playing is done in sev- 
eral of the roles, particularly by David 
Powell, whose performance as the 
young sculptor in the play at the 
Comedy seconds the good impression he 
made as the Junior Lieutenant in 
“ Across the Border’’ at the Princess. 
“The Fallen Idol’’ tells the story of 
Victor Valdecini, a great pianist, over- 
taken in his prime by locomotor ataxia, 
so that Christine, his rich and charming 
young wife, finds herself, as the play 
begins, settling to the position of nurse 
and caretaker'in her Park Avenue home, 
There is .somie rather strained talk of 
suttee as the suggestion of an analogy 
between her position and that of the 
Hindu widow's devotional self-immola- 
tion on the funeral pile of her husband, 
The time, then, is ripe for her to find 
herself in love with James Grebble, a 
handsome, adoring and needy young 
sculptor who is a distant cousin and 
old crony of hers. She finds satisfaction 
in glandestinely supplying the $15,000 
needed to finance a commission that 
represents the promise of his career, 

He is busily, and happily at work on 
this monument when he stumbles on the 
knowledge that his model is the bitter, 
cast-off mistress of Valdecini and the 
mother of a boy bearing his name. The 
woman is about to bring punitive suit 
for the maintenance of the child, when, 
to shield Mrs. Valdecini from the odor 
of the scandal, the sculptor buys silence 


with tne funds that had been advanced 
to him. Even when Christine discovers 
that this money has gone to hush a 
shameful song 4 and believes the story 
his, Grebble holds his tongue at the 
pr rice of his career and her trust in him. 
his variation of a sacrifice that has 
done-service in many a play and story is 
disturbingly unsatisfying here, for it be- 
gets a little of the irritated. feeling. that 
€ young sculptor is heroically stabbing 
the woman he loves in the back to save 
her from spraining her ankle. 
The truth comes out in a scene of very 
effective, if somewhat laboriously. con- 
trived, dramatic irony, when Valdecini 
and the model meet face to face. Then 
he sees for the first time the picture of 
his son with his own name written across 
it, amd learns for the first time that the 
boy is crippled with a lameness the 
mother blames on him.* And she tells 
him that at the boy’s birth she cursed 
the father and prayed that the affliction 
would be transferred to him. He is left 
horror-struck, believing that it was she 
who had stricken him. He still holds in 
his shaking hands the photograph with 
its tell-tale likeness and inscription. He 
tries to throw it into the fire. It falls 
short. He tries to pick it up and finds 
that at last he cannot rise. It is part of 
his very punishment that it shou 
finally to stay his concealment ‘o 
‘convicting evidence. He tries to reach 





with his stick. The distance is just too 
rest. He calls fearfully to his man for 
Ip, and, at the responding sound of 
hurrying footsteps, cries out, ‘* Pick it 
up!
